=> SECRETARY'S REPORT. = 
Within the past year, a great amount of time and labor has been 
expended in securing a thorough classification of the books in the libra- 
ry, and in making other much needed improvements. The books 
are thus rendered much more available, and the value of the Library 
oreatly increased. The classification adopted is as follows ; 
Juvenile, 261 Vols. 
Fiction, Fee eer:

The books have been arranged in sections according to the classifi- 
tion, and renumbered on a uniform system. Heretofore there was 
no mark upon the books, except the number, by which they could be 
identified. A library stamp has been purchased, and all the books 
marked. Over sixty books have been repaired, and others must soon 
be rebound, or replaced by new copies. A card catalogue, modeled 


after those in use in the best libraries, has been completed, and was 
sent to the printer Oct. 21st. It was expected that the printed cata- 
logues would be ready for distribution, but they were destroyed by fire. 
Jan. Ist., together with a portion of the card catalogue, then at the 
printer’s. | Some time and much labor was required to replace the lost 
portion, and for safety a copy has been secured, at some expense. The 
workis again in the hands of the printer and will probably soon becom- 
pleted. 

As the appropriation for catalogues covered less than the cost of 
printing at the lowest rates.to be obtained the great amount of work in- 
volved in their preparation and the other work accomplished has been 
done by the Librarian, with the assistance of others interested in the 
library, without compensation. The Trustees feel that the faith- 
ful and unselfish interest of our Librarian in the wellfare of the library, 
should be appreciated by our citizens. 

221 volumes have been added to the library by purchase during 


the year. 34 vols. of U. S. Reports were donated by Hon. H. W. Blair. 
The library was closed from Aug. Ist. to Jan. 9th. 
Number of books let out during the remaining seven months was 2174.

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Report of Board of Education. 


To the Citizens of Meredith. 


In submitting the Annual Report of your committee it affords us 
pleasure to congratulate the patrons of the schools under our supervision, 
upon the general success and harmony prevailing throughout the entire 
year in the various schools. 

Your School Board have endeavored to hire competent and _ trust- 
worthy teachers, those who did not labor simply for the compensation 
derived therefrom, but for the best good of the pupils under their instrue- 
tions. This is one of the fruitful sources of a good school. 

It is the opinion of your School Board that the schools entrusted to 
their care during the past year, have in main been a success yet they 
have not attained to that standard of excellence which their importance 
as a source of instruction, and the expenditure tor their support would 
seem to demand and warrant. 

We think on the whole the teachers have been well qualified. The 
examination of teachers when they appear tor certificates, if found qual- 
ified in the branches to be taught does not always guarantee success in 
the school room. 

Something more is needed than literary attainments, an interest in 
the employments, ability to govern and adaptation to work of teaching 
are all equally essential. The influences outside the schoo] have much 
to do with success or failure. The task of the teacher is sufficiently 
difficult even when sustained and encouraged by the wisest counsel. 

Parents, teachers and scholars must work together in harmony. 

We can never estimate too highly norlabor too fervently and untire- 
ingly to foster and elevate our schools. We need professional teachers 
who have qualified themselves to teach. Cheap labor in the school- 
room is the poorest possible investment. 

It is gratifying to those who love and cherish our Public Schools 
that the Town votes without dissent $600. or more than 40 per cent of 
what is required by law. We hope they may deem it best to raise at 
least $800. for 1892.
